Dear Mr. Attorney General: 

A recent spate of press attacks on me and my staff about 
our trip to Chile, ostensibly based upon interviews with — 
nameless State Department officials, ! l officials, and g^aff 
members of the Senate Intelligence Committee, alleges th%^ I 
or my staff leaked classified information to the Chilean 
Government. This whole episode is a frivolous and false cjo 
indictment of me and my staff. — 

rv> 

Yet some of the information appearing in the press 
claims to have reference to conversations we had in Chile, 
and subsequently, about matters which are in no way 
classified. My concern is not that I would object to sharing 
the substance of these conversations, because nothing 
improper or unlawful took pla ce; rather, my concern lies with 
the possibility that I l and other U.S. intelligence 

organizations may be unlawfully invading the privacy of 
Senators, including me. Moreover, it appears that some 
employees of the U.S. government, with access to this 
unlawful information, are unlawfully leaking it’ selectively 
to the press. If this has occurred, it must be stopped. 

I have absolutely nothing to hide, but I will be deeply 
disturbed if it is discovered that I b r other U.S. 

intelligence agencies have violated the law. 

The point is this: I believe there are both Executive 
Orders and legal restrictio ns fo rbidding surveillance of 
American citizens abroad bv l l and other U.S. intelligence 
organizations. It is my further understanding that 
minimization procedures are followed with respect to the 
reporting of names of American citizens who are accidentally 
encountered in surveillance situations, and that such names 
are not reported when they are collected in intelligence 
actions unless they are under surveillance for being foreign 
agents . 
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Moreover, I am advised that a procedure known as "series 
check" has been used in the past to protect senior U.S. 
Government officials from potential misrepresentation of 
their duties if their names or actions are reported in U.S. 
intelligence, by giving them the right to prior review and to 
determine the dissemination of this intelligence. 

Finally, I believe that the separation of powers 
doctrine in the U.S. Constitution, as well as the speech or 
debate clause of the U.S. Constitution, provide certain 
immunities and privileges for U.S. Senators and their staffs, 
including when they are traveling abroad on fact-finding 
missions. 

Accord:{ .nglVf I request an FBI investigation of| 
and I I to determine whether the Helms Delegation was 

under U.S. electronic or physical surveillance at anytime 
during its trip to Chile in July, 1986. Moreover this 
request should include information derived from foreign 
intelligence liaison services. 

Second, it is important that this investigation 
determine who leaked such ostensibly classified information 
to the New York Times — an action which resulted in an article 
appearing on Sunday August 4, 1986, and which contained false 
information regarding an investigation of me and my staff. 
Subsequently, similar stories appeared in other media, also 
based, allegedly, on sources in the U.S. government with 
access to classified information. 

Third, I request that you ask I l and the State 

Department to provide to me and my cleared staff copies of 
any intelligence reports and all diplomatic reports related 
to ray delegation. I also request that the "series check" 
procedure be invoked regarding these materials so that my 
Senatorial rights and privileges, and those of other Senators 
in the future, are protected. I believe that I have a right 
to know what allegations are being investigated. 

Your prompt attention to this matter will be greatly 
appreciated.

The_S£iiatQrIs request for a written statement concerning 
the legality of lactions presents a problem because if we 

comply, the FBI would be on record as furnishing a conclusion 
concerning the law applied to the facts presented. It has been 
well established policy that such conclusions are not published by the 
FBI. If there is any basis for investigation, the facts of a case are 
presented to a United States Attorney for an opinion.. 

In order to reply to the Senator, but yet be consistent 
with past policy, I suggest that the External Affairs Division prepare 
I a letter advising him the facts presented appear to require no FBI 
iinvestigation at this time and that the facts are being submitted to the 
lAttorney General for such action as he may find necessary. Accordingly 
a letter also should be prepared to the Attorney General, with a copy 
to' the Assistant Attorney General, Criminal Division, detailing the 
information received.

In reviewing the Senator's request for information, CAO 
notes that this is not a Committee request. We are therefore 
precluded from discussing information protected by the Privacy 
Act in closed cases, or the details of ongoing, pending 
investigations. We can, however, provide any other information 
which we have previously released to Congress, public court 
documents, or other publications. 

RECOMMENDATIONS : 1. That CID prepare responses to Senator 

HELMS I questions. Information which the FBI has already released 
is suitable for these responses.

NOTE ; By letter dated August 29, 1989, Senator JESSE HELMS 
provided copies of two articles from the August 9, 1989, Wall 
Street Journal . These articles mention the activities of the 
Farabundo Marti National Liberation (FMLN) . Senator HELMS also 
requested written responses to ten questions regarding the FMLN. 

Responses to these questions have been prepared based 
upon coordination between the Congressional Affairs Office (CAO) 
and the Counterterrorism Section, Criminal Investigative 
Division. Because this is not a Congressional Committee request, 
CAO notes that pursuant to a Department of Justice policy and the 
Privacy Act considerations, we are precluded from providing 
information from our case files which we have not already made 
public. Accordingly, information appropriate for our responses 
would be information previously released to Congress, public 
court documents, or other publications. 

CAO also notes that prior to receiving this letter, we 
received a call from the Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
minority staff wherein they asked many of these questions. CAO 
advised them of DOJ policy prohibiting the discussing of pending 
case information. Privacy Act considerations, and classified 
information concerns. We also advised staff that the FBI is 
extremely sensitive to the exercise by individuals and 
organizations in the United States of First Amendment rights. 

CAO indicated that it has been the FBI's experience that some 
organizations have a number of subdivisions, some of which may be 
involved in actual terrorist activity and some of which may be 
involved in legitimate First Amendment free speech and 
associational activities. It is the FBI's policy to focus on 
terrorist activity. We explained that this was provided for 
their background information and understanding.
